U.S. Sugar Corp. has agreed voluntarily to 
reimburse sugar cane cutters from the lower 
Carribbean Ilsands for a portion of past travel 
costs. 

The company said they have always paid for 
travel to and from Jamaica, however, under the 
agreément, the company will reimburse workers 
from other islands for the additional expense 
they incurred.

Suggested addition: i.e. section (1) (d) One

selected by and from the Southwest 
Subdistrict of the Palm Beach County 
Health Care District d/d/a Glades General 
Hospital. This provision is to remain in 
effect as long as Glades General Hospital 
remains a public not for profit entity 
owned by the Palm Beach County health 
Care District. 

This addition allows for the county's only 
public hospital to appropriately represented on 
the Palm Beach County Health Care District 
Board. As a public institution that serves a 
disproportionate share of indigent patients it 
seems a good way to ensure that the indigent 
population be given a strong voice and 
representation on the Palm Beach County 
Health Care District Board. This addition would 
provide a voice separate and apart from the HRS 


socioeconomic make up of our communities it is

County Commission 
approves ULDC 


The Palm Beach County 
Commission last Tuesday 
approved the County's Unified 
Land Development Code 
(ULDC). (6-0, Commissioner 
Maude Ford Lee absent). 

The 1,800 page document 
includes the County's zoning 
code, site development 
standards, environmental 
standards, the sign code, 
impact fees, traffic performance 
standards and other codes and 
regulations pertaining to land 
development. 

The State of Florida 
mandates that the County 
creates and.adopts:a ULDC. 

‘The Gounty's new ULDC will 
implement and further the 
goals of the County's 
Comprehensive Plan, 
modernize the zoning and sign 
code, and streamline: the 
current land development 
processes, 

In the past two years, County 
staff. has held 25 public 
workshops to get the public's 
imput on the ULDC, and has 
had eight Board of County 
Commission workshops. 

The ordinance will now go to 
the Florida Department of 
State. Once it is signed there, it 
will become law. 5 

Also оп Tuesday, the 
Commission approved an 
ordinance which regulates 
pawnbrokers, and will assist 
the sheriff in tracing stolen 


goods that are disposed of in 
these shops. 

The new law requires the 
Shops to record a complete and 
accurate description of the 
merchandise acquired, 
including serial numbers. 

It also requires that the 
Shops.get a description of the 
person the merchandise was 
purchased from along with 
their name, address, phone 
number, and a legible right 
thumb print. The information 
will then be forwarded to the 
sheriff's office. 

The ordinance also 
establishes a permit for the 
dealers which includes в $350 
fee to absorb the cost of 
enforcement. 

Failure to adhere to the law 
can result in the permit being 
revoked or suspended, and 60 
days in jail and/or a $500 fine. 

The ordinance now goes to 
the Florida Department of 
State and will take effect in 
approximately 10 days.
